1. It has been noted that the term "quarters allowances" the tern 
"living-quarters allowance" have been u^cL r iadiscriiaiaa 403 y in agent contracts, 
as also have the tarns "post allowances" and "cost-of-living allowances" , 

2. The tana living-quarters as used in the Standardised Allowance Regu- 
lations includes both the temporary lodging allowance and permanent quarters 
allowance. let, many contracts containing the terra living-quarters alloirancos 
state that no accounting will be necessary Obviously, it is necessary for the 
individual agent to subnit some sort of on account or statement, so that the 
Finance Division will know the date he moved from temporary lodging to permanent 
quarters; or, a decision will have to be made as to whether the individual auto- 
matically gets the maximum temporary lodging allowances for the mgrtwnm three 
months* It should be noted that in several oases only & quarters allo wance 
been paid, erven though the term living -quarters allowance h as been us ed in tbs 
contract. This is felt to be Inequitable to the individual concerned and not in 
accordance with the, term of the contract. This was apparently done under the 
erroneous impression that the terms living-quarters and quarters allowances were 
symayaous. 

3* The term cost-of-living allowance presents little confusion, except 
that it appears that it is not always dear in the nlnjp of the individual 3 pre- 
paring the check list whether or not this term includes only the post allowance 
or the special post allowance, as the case may be, or also includes the transfer 
allowance. 
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
